ERY 'well then, if We mnst stand apart .and be the hostile 
rival of the rest of the world, then we must do something 


else, we must be physically ready for anything that comes.

must have a great standing army. ; We must see to it that every 
man in America is trained to arms.

The .world,' 'Mr. Wilson assured us, 
did not have room for two systems of government— the German 
and that of the- rest of the world.
